GERMAN MASONS 
Six Hundred German Masons whose organiza- 
tion was so violently persecuted by Hitler 
met at Frankfurt, Main, for the first 
public gathering in more than 16 years. 
About 700 guests watched in silence as 
delegates joined lands ina circle and 
sang that old Masonic hymn, "Brother Give 
Me Thy Hand," by Brother Wolfgang Mozart. 
Of the 70,000 Masons that existed in 
Germany in pre-Hitler days, only 6,100 
are now members of the Craft. 


Masonry has always been intensely mtri- 
otic. The charge to a newly made Mason 
that he should be true to his government 
and just to his country, is a very old one 
In the countries of the world wherever 
freedom is prized, Masonry flourishes,and 
Masons always respond to the 11 of their 
country. Not all can fight on the field 
of battle, but all true Masons_gladly do 
what they can,and they try to do something 
fighting. 


Masons in Massachusetts, the Masonic Temple 
has been modernized, mide safer and more 
beautiful.
